1. Following an inquiry from 


of OGC I contacted 


Mr. Stan Berg at the Civil Service Commission (101-26818) to determine 
the current status of further action by the Commission on the proposal 
for an Executive Order to permit Agency employees to transfer to posi- 
tions in the competitive service without examination. 


2. Mr. Berg was frank to say that "nothing is going on." He enu- 
merated a number of changes which have taken place among the personnel 
staffing his office. These, combined with new work assignments, have 
put this matter "about 12 down in priority." Mr. Berg said this did not 
mean that it is "buried." However, we agreed that he seemed to be saying 
that it was "dusty. " 


3. Mr. Berg expressed doubt that the Commission would want to become 
involved in negotiating interchange agreements with all of the various 
defense agencies involved in intelligence activities. He also recalled 
that 0MB 's attitude had been quite negative. On the other hand he re- 
affirmed that his staff and the Commissioners had been convinced of the 
merit of CIA's proposal. He said that the difficulty was in determining 
a proper "strategy. "
